Yoo hive here the framework» and many of the 
particulan of that noble Service which for many 
centuries was, in the celebrated Chureh of Samm, 
ofrered to God and our Redeemer» by the brother- 
hood of Clergy and Canons attached to Cathe- 
dral ; and was alfo nfed throughout all the South 
of England and in Ireland* It is in fobfomce the 
lame» (with foveral additions indeed» and fome 
variety of detail)» as that which S. Auguftine 
introduced into England» but which did not finally 
become arranged and confolidated into the form of 
the Breviary until fubfoquently to the year of our 
Lord iioo. 

The tranilation is taken» not unthout collation 
of MSS.»* from the printed Breviarierf of the early 
part of the i6th century : mainly from that un 
abbreviated and more complete edition, printed in 
folio, by Byrkman» at Peris» in 1516» and again by 
C. Chevallon» in 1531 } which» ftated in the title 
page to be ** Breviarium fm Horarium domeJHcum 
five Cboro EeclefiafiHeo dejervum^' we may prefome 
was that verfion anally in nfe in the Cathedral. 
This moreover contsins the Legenda entire» and 
nearly agrees wth the lateft and moft complete 
MSS. A revifed tranflation of the Pfalms (which 
difier little from the ordinary Vulgate) was ine- 
vitable» on account of the manner in which» 
throughout, they» as is well known, enter into the 
Antiphons» Refponfes, and Petitions» to which the 
proper mufical notation had to be attached. This 
is founded on the Douay as now ufed» with an 
efpedal reference to the Englifh Prayer-book ver- 
fion. The mufical notation is taken nearly litera- 
, as well as a few of the Rubrics» from three 
MSS.»— 1. A noble noted Breviary, of large folio 
fiae» of the early part of the 15th century» nearly 
perfea» belonging to the Bifhop of Salifbury, caUed 
the Arlyngham MS.» becaufe originaUy written 


for Walter Long, of Arlyngham or Erlyngham» 
Clerk, whofe obit is therein recorded, s. An 
equally fine folio MS.» unfortunately imperfoa» of 
later date» (Lanfdowne MSS. 463, Brit. Muf.) of 
Sarum ufe» but apparently written for Norwich 
CathedraL 3. An accurate and beautiful MS., in 
finaUfoHo, (Arundel MSS. 130» ibid.) of Sarum ufe, 
dated 1445, the Percy arms in the comer of 
the firft page. The Melodies for the Hymns are 
from thefe fame MSS., colUted with a Hymnal of 
the 14th century, (Harleian MSS. 2951) as for as 
that contains them» and the printed editions. 

In order to make the volume u complete as 
pofiible in itfelf, moft of the Hymns» Colicas» and 
Vefper Refponfories from the Proper of The Time 
have been added ; and within brackets from the 
Anglo-Saxon Pfalters» the ancient tides to the 
Pfalms» and the Orifons appended to them in King 
Athelftan s book» (MSS. Cotton. Galba A. xviii.) 
which have never before been publifhed. The 
Anglo-Saxon Hymns tranflated, are from that 
very complete colledion pubUfhed by Darling, 
London» 1850» ^m the fbnrces therein men- 
tioned. It may be proper to obferve that the tides 
herepven to them (fell. «Canterbury»” «Nor- 
wich,” «Worcefter,’*) do not indicate that they 
were the ordinary hymnody of thofe diocefes, but 
only that they were ufed in certain churches and 
reli^ous communities within them. Much afiift- 
ance has alfo been derived from the Latin edition 
of the Sarum Pfalter, publifhed by Lcflie» London» 
1842$ and laftly» heartfelt thanks muft be given 
to many kind friends for very effeaual aid. May 
this Book afiift their devotions» and the devotion 
of many others» and ^fit the fouls of all that ufe 
it I and may thofe who do fb ever remember to 
offer a prayer for him who tranflated it.

ET every BKhop in his Diocefe diligently pro- 
vide that the Churches of God be well con- 
ftru^Ied and kept in repair, &c. } and let the Bifhop 
efpecially take care that the fervants of God cele- 
brate the canonical hours altogether at the appointed 
time. The Holy Fathers then, appointed Seven 
Synaxes to be fung, which all the clergy ought to 


fay every day at the proper hour. The firft of thefe 
is the Synaxis of No^urns ; the fecond the Firft 
hour of the day j the third is the hour which we 
call Tcrce ; the fourth is the Sixth hour j the fifth 
is the Ninth hour j the fixth fynaxis is the Vefper 
hour j the feventh fynaxis we call Compline. 
Thefe feven Synaxes we ought with folicitude 
every day to render to God for ourfelves and for all 
Chriftian people ; as the Pfalmift teftifies, faying, 
“ Seven times a day do I praife Thee becaule of Thy 
righteous judgements.” “ ]

C DIRECTIONS TO 
PRIESTS. 

RefpeSiing the Canonical Hours, carefully 
attend to the following direllions, 

CINCE every beneficed clergyman and 
^ other perfon in holy orders, is, in 
conformity with the determinations of the 
Church, bound to fay the feven Canonical 
Hours ; let him take good heed before all 
things to prepare his mind by entirely 
ridding it of vain thoughts. Let him not 
mingle converfation, laughter, or jokes with 
his prayers; let him not be thinking of 
birds, dogs, or beafts; let him choofe a 
place fitted for devotion, and clear from 
everything which may impede it ; let him 
not draw near for the fake of human praife, 
but with an upright and good intent ; pur- 
pohng God’s praife, the performance of 
his duty, the increafe of his deferts, and 
fupplication for his benefactors. 

In the firll place, then, let him fortify 
himfelf with the fign of the Holy Crofs, 
and beginning with the Lord’s Prayer and 
the Angelic Salutation; that the divine 
grace may be his helper, and fo his mind 
be elevati to greater devotion in the praife 
of God, and his worfhip of the Creator be 
rendered more acceptable. 

Let us then, deareft brethren, read 
throughout the Canonical Hours with 
attention of heart ; affectionately with de- 
votion of mind ; in their entirety with a 
diflinCt utterance of the lips; reverently 
with obeifance of body and foul; be- 
comingly at the appointed places and hours. 

For with thofe occupied in Pfalmody, as 
faith S. Bernard on the Canticles, the 
holy angek vouchfafe to mingle ; where- 


fore we fhould be mindful of their prefence 
when we are ftanding to pray or fing pfalms, 
and ftand with all reverence and order, 
and pay the more particular attention to 
the verfes which follow ; 

When Pfalms thou fingeft to The Lord, 
Three rules in Pfalmody regard — 
Heavenward direCl thy heart ; forthtell 
Clearly the words ; the fenfc mark well. 
Then prayerfully the Hours we fay. 

When heart and lips together pray ; 

Lift as ye fing ; begin the ftrain 

With one accord ; and let the clofe be plain. 

He verily who faith devoutly the 
Canonical Hours fhall be abundantly re- 
warded by God. In his tribulation he fhall 
be comforted ; in danger he fhall be pre- 
ferved ; he fhall obtain more abundantly 
the grace of God as well as glory ; he 
lightens his confcience ; he payeth his 
tribute and a debt to God ; for it is the 
bounden duty of Clerks day by day to fulfil 
the fervices of the Seven Hours. To him 
in very deed fhall the angels of God be 
familiar friends and guardians ; and all his 
works fhall be thenceforth more acceptable 
to God, more deferving as regards himfelf, 
and more profitable to the living and 
the departed. Finally, more fpeedily and 
readily doth God liften to thefe prayers 
than to others which arc offered privately.®

And again, “ Let us with pfalms rejoice 
before Him : ” Pf. xciv. And defervedly 
(hould we ling pfalms with all willing- 
nefs to God : for penitence attends thole 
who devoutly ling them, and the con- 
gratulations of angels, as faith the fame 
Pfalmift, Before the gods” (angeb truly), 

“ I will ling praife unto Thee.” Hence we 
ought to take diligent heed left becaufe of 
our lloth, negligence or levity, the angels 
of God depart from us. For there is no man 
who either in words or thought can duly 
fet forth the virtues and divine excellence 
of the Pfalms, if, as they ought to be, the 
divine praifes are celebrated with a pure 
and attentive heart. For in the Plalms are 
defcribed the rewards of the good and the 
puniftiments of the wicked, inftru 61 ion for 
the ignorant, the progrefs of thofe who are 
advancing to perfedlion, the perfedUon of 
thofe who have attained it, the life of the 
adive, and the meditations of the contem- 
plative. — The linging of pfalms, as hath 
been faid, inflifes virtue, beautifieth the Ibul, 
invites angels to our help, puts the fiends 
to flight, difperfes darknefs, increafes holi- 
nefs, walhes out our fins, augments our hope, 
enlightens as the fun, like fire burns away 
lin, moiftens like oil, is the ointment of 
mercy, the fun of righteoufiiefs, the por- 
tion of the angels, pleafes God, ofiends the I 
devil, afluages wrath, mitigates anger, dif- 
pels all fm, purifies the mouth, landifies j 
the heart, clears the fenfes, deftroys all ! 
iniquity, inftruds imperfedion, ftirs up ex- j 
alted delires for the Heavenly kingdom, is ! 
the hope of falvation, confolation in grief, 
protedion in trouble, the knowledge of 
true light, a foimt of fandi ty, relieves all 
anxiety, and is as it were a wondrous 
trumpet. He who loves the continual and 
diligent linging of pfalms cannot love fm. — 
Pfalmody, if you will believe me, comforts 
the fad, foftens the angry, ftrengthens the 
weak, humbles the proud, gladdens the j 
humble, ftirs up the llothful, reconciles j 
I the quarrelfome, lifts the heart to Hea- | 


ven, and unites the creature with the 
Creator. Whatever is found in the Pfalms, 
conduces to the edification, profit and com- 
fort of mankind. In the Pfalms you will 
find, if indeed you examine them with an 
intent mind, and not rapidly running over 
the words : the Incarnation, Paflion, Refur- 
redion and Afccnlion of the Word, our 
Lord. In the Pfalms you will find eameft 
confeflion of lin, eameft fupplication for 
the divine mercy, a defence againft adver- 
lity, and worthy giving of thanks for 
everything that may happen to thee. In 
the Pfalms moreover you acknowledge your 
infirmity and mifery, and by thefe means 
you befeech God for his mercy ; and if 
thou deferveft that God Ihould reveal to 
thee the fecret things of the Pfalms, thou 
wilt find in them all the virtues. If thou 
wouldeft make confeflion of lin and do 
penance : ling the feven Penitential Pfalms 
of David, not with a rapid voice, but 
with an intent mind ; and quickly 
thou wilt have experience of God’s 
mercy, and thy foul will be enlightened 
with fpiritual joy, and a great hope of 
pardon will be vouchfafed to thee. If 
too thou would’ft pray : apply thy mind 
to the meaning of thofe Pfalms which begin 
Unto Thee, O Lord, have I lift up my 
foul,” *‘In Thee, O Lord, have I put my 
trull,” *‘Bow down thine ear, O Lord,” 
** Halle Thee, O God, to deliver me,” 
" Save me, O God, for Thy Name’s fake,” 
^*God be merciful unto us,” "Hear 
O God, my prayer,” in the firft place ; 
for in no other way can the foul of man 
fo completely extricate itfelf from mifery, 
and the ftraits of tribulation and temp- 
tation, and invoke the mercy of God. 

Moreover, if thou wouldeft praife the 
Majefty of God, and give Him thanks for 
all hb benefits : repeat the Pfalms whole 
title is " AUeluya, (Praife the Lord),” and 
"Blefs the Lord, O my foul;” for thou 
doll ofier to Almighty God a facrifice 
fweeter than honey and the honeycomb. 
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Of the Hours. 


Further, if thou art alHidled with bodily 
or fpiritual temptations, and feem to be for- 
faken from thine inmoft foul : repeat the 
pfalms “O God, my God, look upon me.” 

Hear, O God, my fupplication,” ** Save 
me, O God,” and forthwith God will 
lighten thy burthen. |[ If this prefent 
life be wearifome to thee, and thou haft 
an ardent and longing defire to behold 
God : fing thofe pfalms, ** Like as the 
hart defireth,” "How amiable are thy 
tabernacles,” God, Thou art my God, 
to Thee at break of day,” and He will 
immediately fulfil thy defire. ^ If thou 
doft fuppofe thyfelf deferted in tribu- 
lations ; with compundUon of heart repeat 
the pfalms "How long, O Lord?” "O 
God we have heard with our ears,” 
" Have mercy upon me, O God,” " Hear 
O God, my prayer,” " In Thee, O Lord, 
have I put my truft,” and foon wilt thou 
be vifited with the favour of God. And 
when thou haft recovered reft, then fing 
forth in praife of God " I will always give 
thanks unto the Lord,” " Praife the Lord, 
O my foul.” And whether in adverfity 
or profperity, chant the Song of the Three 
Children, for no mortal man can duly fet 
forth the excellency of this hymn, in which 
every creature is invited to praife God. 

If, moreover, thou defireft to exercife 
thyfclf in the divine praifes and commands, 
fay through the pfalm "Blefled are the 
undefiled in the way ;” and although to the 
end of life thou wert employed in fearching 
out the virtue of this pfalm, thou wouldeft 
never be able fully to comprehend it : fince 
there b fcarce any verle in it in which you 
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may not read let down a law, or a com- 
mand, or a precept, words of righteoufnefs, 
or the difcourfe of the judgments of the 
Lord. In the Pfalter, if thou art attentive, 
thou haft the means of fearching into, and 
learning the prophets ; fo, moreover, the 
fayings of the evangelifts and apoftles, if 
thou wouldeft enquire of the agreement 
between them. So far refpeAing the praife 
and excellency of the Pfalms.

firft that now we find in fcripture to have 
ufed the worfiiipping of God at certain hours 
of the day, was Daniel the prophet, as it appeareth in 
his fixth chapter. And in the New Teftamcnt, in 
the of the Apoftles, the tenth chapter, we read 
that S. Peter the Apoftlc accuftomed himfelf to 
certain hours of prayer. By which examples (as 
S. Cyprian teftified) the Catholic Church of Chrift 
did fii^ receive and admit fuch manner of praying. 
Whereupon the fame ufual fervice that we call 
Pryme and Hours, was firft inftituted to be laid and 
fung in the churches of England, according to the 
cuftom and ufe of the Diocefe ; fomewhere after the 
Ufe ofSarum, and fomewhere after the Ufe of York. 
And therefi>re when we read Hora Prima, Tertia, 
Sexta, Nona, that is the firft, the third, the fixth 
and the ninth hour, even as they make mention of 
feveral hours, fo were they } and they may be ufed 
at feveral times of the day, to be faid in remem- 
brance of Chrift's paflion, and the compaftion of the 
Virgin .Mother.^]

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ikying thus to our Lorde, ** Seven times on 
the day have I faid prayfynges to thee.*’ * ^ All 
reafonable creatures were made to know and to 
love and to praife God, and therein to have 
their endleis joy ; but while our fouls are poifoned 
in thefe deadly bodies, we may not for corruption 
and hevynes of the lame bodies entende continually 
to the gc^ly prayfinge ; like as they do who by death 
are made free ^m thraldome of the ileih, and are 
come to the ende of their joy, that is the prefence 
of God. Therefore our mother Holy Church, ruled 
by the Holy Ghoft, knowing the fnilty and feeble- 
ncft of her children, hath fet us eche daye feven 
hours, which at leail; we ought to occupy in the fer- 
vice and praihng of God : that is to fay Matins, 
Pryme, Tyerce, Sexte, None, Evenfong, and Com- 
plyn. ^ For fyth it is fo as Solomon faith, that a 
rightful man falleth feven times on a day,l and the 
number of all wyckedneis is named under feven 
deadly hna, againil which in holy church is ordained 
feven facramentes, and given feven gift^ of the 
Holy Ghoft: therefore to get remiiiion of our fins 
and to thanke God for his gifb, we fay praifings to 
Him in the faid hours feven times a day. ^ And 
for God made all thynges in fix days, and mlfilled 
them on the feventh day and refied, therefore doing 
thankings to God for all his works, and all that He 
made each day, we praife Him feven times. ^ Alfo 
for the lifi: of man is departed in feven ages, hereof 
we have fpent fome full idly or evil : therefore to 
thank God for our life, and to recompenfe fuch 
negligence, feven times on the day we do fcrvice to 
God. ^ And for all the tyme of this life palTeth 
under feven days, wherein the people of this world 
that is given to adive life, is occupied to get their 
livelyhood and ours, fo that they may not freely 
attend each day in all thefe times to praife God with 
their tongues : therefore we that are called to con- 
templative life, ought to praife God for them and for 
us every day feven times, that we may faye to our

Prime 
time, and fo forth, are rather afiigned of Holy 
Church to the praifing of God than other hours, 
fith there is many more hours in the daye ; and to 
this I anfwer, that thefe hours are more fpecially 
privileged than other, for grete workes that God 


hath wroughte therein, for which He is ever- 
lafiingly to be praifed j and therefore we read that 
fayntes both in the old law and in the new, 
prayfed God in thofe hours. For David the 
prophet faith to God of himfelf, thus : — Media 
no^e furgebam ad confitendum tibi,”* that is, 
“ Lord, at midnight I rofe to praife Thee.” And 
alfo he fayth thus : — “ Vcfpere et mane et meridie 
narrabo et annunciabo,”™ that is, “ by the morrow 
at Prime-time and at None, and at £ven-fong- 
time I fhall tell and fhow thy praifings.” ^ Alfo 
Daniel the prophet worfhipped God thnee in 
the day, kneeling ; " that was afrer the expofition 
of S. Werome, at Tyerfe, at Sexte, and at None. 
Alfo Peter and John went up into the Temple to 
praye ® at the hour of None, as it is written in the 
A^ of the Apoftles. And S. Paul and Silas 
being in prifon prayed to God at midnight,P and 
then the erthe quaked and all prifon doors opened, 
and all the fetters and bonds of prifoners were 
loofed. Our Lord Jefus Chrift alfo prayed not only 
in one part of the night, but in all the night He 
woke in prayer as the C^fpel tclleth. And in the 
beginning of holy church, the clergy and the com- 
mon people, both men and women, rofe to praife 
God four times in the night $ firft in the beginning 
of the night, when folk are wont to go to bed ; the 
fecond time at midnight, the thirde time a little 
before day, and the fourth time in the fclf morrow- 
tyde 5 for at even our Lorde was taken of the Jews,*" 
and bounde and feorned j at midnight He was 
born ; before day He fpoiled hell, and in the morn- 
ing He rofe from death to life. And therefore in 
fome feafts Matins are yet faid at even, and in fome 
religious at midnight,* and in fome before day, and 
in other diverfe tymes of the night j and in fome 
churches they lay matins in the morrow-tide. 
^ At Prime-tide our Lord Jefus Chrift was led 
before Pilate and accufed and in the fame hour, 
after his refurredtion. He appeared to Mary Mag- 
dalene, and another day He appeared to his difciples 
as they were fifhing, the fame hour.** At hour of 
Tierce our Lord Jefus Chrift was fcourged and 
crowned with thorns and feorned.*^ The fame 
hour, after his refurre^on. He appeared to Mary 
Magdalene,** and another day He appeared to the 
women coming from the fepulchre ; and on Pente- 
coft Sunday, the fame hour. He fent the Holy 
Ghoft down to the Apoftles.* At Sext our Lord 
Jefus Chrift was done on the crofs,y and fed with 
eyfe and gal. The fame hour, after his refurrcc- 
tion. He appeared to the Apoftle S. James ; and on 
Afeenfion Efay, the fame hour. He fate and ate with

his Apoftles. At hour of None, our Lord Jefus 
Chrift crycd and gave out his foul by deth the 
fame hour a knight opened our Lord's fide with a 
fpear, and fmotc through his herte, whereout came 
water to our baptifm, and blode to our redemption.* 
And on Eafter E)ay He appeared the fame hour to 
S. Peter. At Evenfong-time, our Lord Jefus 
Chrift, on Shere ThurfHay, fupped with his Apoftles 
and ordained the holy Sacrament of his holy body 
and blode. I’ The fame houre, on Good Friday, He 
was taken down from the crofs and on Eafter- 
day, the fame houre. He met with two of his dif- 
ciples, going toward Emmaus, and made Himfelf 
known to them in breaking of bread.*^ At Com* 
plyn time, our Lord Jefus Chnft, on Shere Thurf- 
day, at even, prayed, and fweat blood.* The fame 
hour, on Good Friday, He was buried. And on 
Eafter.day, the fame hour, He appeared to his 
difciples, gathered together in a clofe place, for fear 
of the Jews, and faid to them “Peace be to you."^ 
Thus may ye fee that not without good reafons, 
thcfe hours are fet and ordained to be fpecially 
occupied to the fervice and praifing of our Lord 
God, rather than other hours on the day.J

CmmemoratioHf in tkt Englijb Breviariesy ha a different meaning from the fame %oord in the Roman hooks. 
In the Roman Breviary it meansy — l, A peculiar Antiphon to ** Benediffus** and **Mdpiificat 
a, A Verficle ; 3, and a proper PrMery vohich are inferted after the ordinary Petitions at Lands and 
Vefpers. Thisy hoioevery in the Englijb Breviaries is called a Memorial (fee ante Note to Monday at L a uds ; 
Sanday and Mandey at Vefpers). A C omm e m o r athmy in the Englijb Booksy is fomethna almoft the fame as a 
Feeft I as the Commemoration of S. Pauly on the %otb of Juney and that of All SouNy on the t^b of November. 
It generally y however y Jignipes the full Office for the Dcy, fomewhat changed from the Annual Officcy and 
ahhreviatedy and yet remaining comj^ey and recurring for feveral fucceffive weeks — asy for inpancey the 
Saturdey Commemoration of the Bleffed Maryy which was the principal of our Commemorations f and if not 
made on the Saturdayy might he made on, and was frequently transferred tOyfome other dap. It feems trohahUy 
however y that theft Commemorations were prefcrihed to be ufed without the Choir only f t. e.y privately. 

But in the Ch^y even in Parijb Churchy another Comnummation ufed to he added — namely y of the Feaft of 
the Place (as we learn from the Rubricy ** Secundum efty* &c.y placed in the Breviary at the end of tie 
prft week in Advent Jy where we are told how the Office is to he changed to become commemorative $ and theft 
two Com m emorations alone (as we learn expreffiy from the Herefordy and impliedly from the Sarum Rubrics) 
were ufed out of Cathedral Churches. 

In Cathedral Churchesy howevery there feems to have been a third (as we learn from the Tork and Hereford 
Ruhricsy and the Sarum Pica or Pie)y nearly rfembling the fecond kind. The Tork Co mm em or ations werey 
hejides of the Bleffed Mary on Saturdayy of S. Hllhelm Archbifoop and Martyr y on Tuefday j 5 '. Peter and 
S. Paul ( to whom Tork Cathedral was dedkated)y on Thmfdcy ; unlefs forne other dcys were more convenient 
for fucb Commemoration. Thofe of Hereford were of S. thotnas BUbop and ConfeffoTy and S. Ethelbert King 
and Martyr ; the former probably on Tuffday ; th latter on Thsajiy. 

The local Feaft of the Church of SaBfoury was that of the Tranjlation of S. Ofmundy who was its fecond 
Bijbop in the eleventh century i and was made Synodal or Diocefan in the fifteenth. It %»as continued 
throughout an Offave ; and as it feems to anfwer to thofe of S. WUhelm at Torky and S. Thomas at Hereford, 
it was probably appropriate to the TuefoMy unlefs feme other day was more convenient. It had alfo 
appropriate and peculiar Antiphons to BenediBus^^ and Magnificat an Orifon and proper Leffonsi 
and was firft in order of the three Commemorations ufed in the Church of Sarum. The only other two 
were (corref ponding witl thofe of the ApoftUs at Torky and S. Ethelbert at Hereford) of S. Thomas of 
Canterbury y and of S. Chad of Lichfieldy of whkb S. Thomas was probably the third. So that the order of 
the Sarum Commemorations was this : — If three days were vacant in the weeky they were of the Bleffed Vhrpuy 
S. Ofmundy and S. Thomas f if only twoy of the B. V.y with S. Ofmund ; if only one, of the B. r. only. 

Com me mo r ations were not ufed in the third week in Advent, nor in the Viffil of our Lard's Nativity to the 
OBave of The Epiphaty, nor from AJb-fVednefdiy to Low Sunday, nor from the Fifth Sunday after EAler 
to the OBave of The Afcenjkm of our Lardy nor throughout the OBave of Pentecoft, nor in other Feafts or 
OBaveSy when the Choir had ConduBors (which was the cafe only in the more folemn offices) $ nor in the reafts 
of the Saints which had their proper Refponfories and Praifes $ nor in the other Vigils f nor in the Fafts of 
the Four Times. In Tork Province, before 1478, thy (except that of the B. V. M.) had been excluded 
from the whole of Advent, Septuageftma, and the Eafter Seajon.

they more zealoufly performing the fruit 
of divine works, may of thy goodnefs 
receive greater remedies for their fins, 
through our Lord Jefus Chrill Thy Son, 
Who with Thee liveth and reigneth in 
the Unity of The Holy Ghofl, God, 
world without end.

TIAL PSALMS. 



\The Penitential psalms, (as ap- 
pears from the Manual and ProceJJional), 
with the Antiphon Ne reminifcaris Domine 
Remember not, O Lord ! followed by Peti- 
tions, Orifons, and The Litany, (as in the 
Firji Monday in Quadrageftma), were 
among the Offices of Monday in Rogations, 
at the end of the Procefjion after None and 
before the Mafs, when all was to be faid 
without note. So the Seven Penitential 
Pfalms were faid afer the Sermon, if there 
was one, which followed Sext on Afh-Wed- 
nefday or The Head of the F aft, \the Clerks 
proft rating themfelves in the Choir, but the 
Prieft of greater dignity in a red ft Ik Cope, 
the other Minifters of the Altar clothed in 
Albs, who faid them at the ftep of the Altar 
with proft ration, with Gloria Patri and the 
Antiphon Remember not all without note(\ 


They were alfo with the fame Antiphon in 
the office of Thurf day in The Supper of The 
Lord, after None, in the Reconciliation of 
Penitents, and before the Mafs, Alfo ( as ap- 
pears from the Proper of the Time) through- 
out the whole of Quadrageftma, whenever it 
was the ordinary Week-day Service, at each 
of the Hours, (except Sext) in the Petitions 
after Miferere was faid one of the Seven 
Penitential Pfalms in its order, viz, : at 
Lauds, Pfalm FI, j at Prime, Pfalm 
XXXI,; at Terce, Pfalm XXXV 11,; 
at None, Pfalm Cl,; at Vefpers, Pfalm 
C XXIX, ; at Compline, Pfalm CXLII, 
But at Sext, in order that Pfalm L, fhould 
not immediately follow itfelf, after that 
Pfalm was immediately faid Pfalm LXVI, 
Deus Milcreatur God be merciful unto us. 
If a Feftival of ix. Leffons intervened, 
then three only of the Seven were faid, and 
that after None.']

B. V.] /aid for aU the 
people of God, after Terce in the Week- 
days of Sluadragefima, i. e., from the Firjl 
Monday after the Firjl Sunday to Wednef- 
day before Eajier inclufive, all without 
note."^ But befides this, on every Wednefday 
and Friday in Quadragefima, (i. e., from 
and after the Monday fucceeding the Firjl 
Sunday, up to The Supper of The Lord, 
there was a Procejfion after None and before 
The Mafs to one fide Altar of the Church, 
(unlefs a Feaft of ix. Lejfons intervened, 
which fuperfeded it,) of the Priefis and 
their Minifters in Albs without The Crofts 
and after faying the Petitions given in the 
Proper of The Time, in returning. Two 
Clerks of the Second Form, without chang- 
ing their veftments, faid THE LITANT, as 
far as Holy Mary pray before the Altar, 
and then proceeding, going round the Pref- 
bytery, until it was finijhed at tbe fiep of 
the Choir, with note, as given below. On 
theft occajions, however, it was feud no 
further than All ye Saints! pray whan

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the Prieftt toith his Minifters^ departed^ 
and began the Mafs, 

On Holy Saturday The Vigil of EafteVy 
after Hone, and after the BenediStion of the 
Wax, the officiating Priejl food at the Altar, 
and having kiffied it, fate down. His Two 
Minifters remained ftanding with two wax 
tapers on wands, at each corner of the Al- 
tar, until the Septiform Litany was finijhed i 
the Lejfons were then read, and then the 
Septiform Litany proceeded, which was faid 
by feven Boys in furplices in the middle of 
the Choir, In the mean while the Prieft 
put off his Chafuble, and put on his red 
Cope, and food before the Altar until the 
Litany was finijhed. When that was ended 
the Quinqueform Litany was faid in like 
manner by five Deacons of the Second Form, 
in the midjl of the Choir, in Surplices, and 
when they came to Holy Mary ! pray the 
Proceffion proceeded to the Fonts (** ad 
fontes^'), for the benediSion of them. In 
thefe two Litanies was not faid the Petitions 
O Father of Heaven ! nor O Son ! Re- 
deemer nor O Holy Spirit ! nor Holy 
Trinity. 

On Monday in Rogations, after None, 
the ufual Proceffion took place from the Ca- 
thedral to fome Church in the City y in the 
end of which, preceded by the Seven Peni- 
tential Pfalms, was faid the full Litany, 
with the Petitions and Orifons, without 
note, unlefs it was a Feftival, when it was 
otherwife. On Tuefday and Wednefday in 
Rogations the fame took place, except that the 
Litanies then ufed varied in the invocations 
and mufical notation, and were chanted,'* 
Befides thefe. Litanies were chanted in pro- 
ceffion at other times: as for favourable 
weather, in time of pefi Hence, for peace, in 
famine, or for other caufes,'] 


|[ It is to be noted that on every Week- 
day throughout the whole of ^adragefima 
the Litany is to be faid as on the Monday, up 
to the order of the Martyrs, Be favourable 
unto us and fo on to the end. And what- 
ever the Prieft fays of the Litany, let the 
Choir repeat the fame fully and entirely up 
to the paffage That Thou wouldeft grant 
us peace. Then let the Choir reply We 
befeech Thee hear us only : and in each 
cafe fo refpeBively until Son of God ! we 
befeech Thee hear us. Then let the Choir 
refpond the fame ; and fo in each cafe 
refpeSlively up to [the fecond] Lord, have 
mercy Chrift have mercy Lord have mercy 
as above,

[For the purfojr of rendering more intelligible the 
Rubrics contained in the Sarum Ffalterj the following 
tranjlation is given of fucb parts of the Conjuetudinary 
of Sarum as are relevant to the prefent volume^ from 
a MSo copy of the i ^tb century^ in the pojfejjion of the 
Rev. y. H. Toddy D.D.y of Trinity CoUegCy Dubliny 
and which former^ belonged to the Cathedral and 
Collette Churcb of S. Patrick^ Dublin.'] 

^ The prefent Treatife explains the Perfons, and 
their ojices and dignities j and the cufioms^ by which the 
Church of Salijbury is ordered and governed^ after 
the infiitution of Ojmundy of happy memory y Founder 
and Bijbop of the fame Church. 

^ Of the principal Perfons in the Church of Salijbury. 

There are four principal Perfons in the Church 
of Sarum, The Dran, The Precentor, The Chan- 
cellor, The Treafurer, and four Archdeacons, to 
wit. The Archdeacon of Dorfet, of Berkefliire, and 
two of Wiltihire, befides the Sub-Dean and Sub- 
Precentor. 

^ Of the duties of thefe Perfons. 

It is the duty of the Dean • • • . No Clerk 
of the Superior Grade, or of the Second Form,* is 
admitted into the Choir, except by the authority of 
the Dean. ^ Betides, in a Double Feaft, when 
the Biihop is abfent, and in the Firft Sunday in 
Advent, and in Sunday in the Palm-Branches, and 
in the Head of the Faft, and in the Three Days 
before Eafter, and in the Vigil of Pentecoft, and in 
the Anniveriaries of Biihops, and in the De^cation 
of the Church, it is he is teund to perform the 
Divine Office. 

^ Of the Duty of the Precentor. 

It is the duty of the Precentor to regulate the 
higher or lower key of the Choir and the Chant- 
ing, and to arrange in the Table the Singers and 
Minifters of the Altar. To him alfo belongs the 
education and difoipline of the Boys, their intiitu- 
don, admiffion, and ordinadon. Betide, in every 
Double Feaft he is bound to inftrud the Condudors 
of the Choir in fotdngi^ and beginning the Chants ; 
and all the Chants to be begun by the Bifhop, 
he is bound in his own proper perfon to fet for the 
Bifhop himfelf. 


^ Of the Office of the Treafurer. 

It is the duty of the Treafurer to keep in order 
the ornaments and treafures of the Church. To 
arrange the lights, as for inllance in the Firft Sun- 
day in Advent four wax candles at either Vefpers 
and at Madns, and at the Maft two, that is below 
the Altar, and other two on the ftep before the 
Altar. The like is to be obferved in Sunday of 
the Palm- Branches, in all other Sundays in the 
year, and whenever the Choir has Condudors, and 
the Invitatory is faid by two, there ffiould be only 
two at the Icaft ; [and fo on as to the candles on 
other days.] Whenfoever the Invitatory is faid by 
three, and on Thurfday, Friday, and Saturday of 
the week of Eafter and at Pentecoft, the fame fervice 
b required as to lights, as in the firft week in 
Advent, [and fo on.] 

^ Of ordering the Choir. 

The Stalb of the Four principal Dignitaries of 
Sarum are extremities. Entering the Choir on the 
Weftem fide, on the right is the Stall of the Dean, 
on the left of the Precentor ; on the Eaftern fide, 
on the right of the Choir, b the ftall of the Chan- 
cellor, on the oppofite of the Treafurer. Next to 
the Dean ftands in the Choir the Archdeacon of 
Dorfet, then the Sub-Dean. Next to the Chan- 
cellor ^e Archdeacon of Wiltfhire. In the middle 
ftand the Canons who are prior in dignity. Then 
the Priefts, Vicars, and a very few of the Deacons, 
who, from the exigency of their age and behaviour 
may be railed by difpenfation into the Superior^ 
Grade. Next to the Precentor ftands in the Choir 
the Archdeacon of Berkfhire, then the Sub-Pre- 
centor. Next to the Treafurer the other Arch- 
deacon of Wiltfhbe. Then the other Canons and 
Clerks are ordered in the aforefaid manner. In the 
Second Form the younger Canons have precedence, 
then the Deacons, afterwards the other Clerks. 
In the Firft Form the petty Canons have precedence, 
then the other minor perfons according to the 
exigency of their age. 

^ Cy funding in the Choir at each of the Hours. 

Moreover the Clerks of the Superior Grade are 
bound to ftand throughout the year at all the 
principal Vefpers continuoufly in the Choir, whilft 
the Verficle of the Refponfory is faid, when there is 
aRefponfory. The Clerks of the Second Form alfo 
muft behave in like manner ; fo that for inftance 
they always ftand, except when the Verfe of the

The Boys, however, without any exception, arc 
bound continually to (bnd, except in Eailer Week, 
for then they (hould fit at Vcfpcrs, whilft the 
Gradal Verfe and AUeluya is fung. At Compline, 
however, all the Clerks indifferently are bound to 
ftand throughout the whole of that Hour. In like 
manner at Madns all the dme, except whilft the 
Leffons are read and the Refponrories with their 
Verfes are fung.

^ 0/ tAe turning of the Choir to the Altar, 

The Clerks are bound to ftand turned to the 
Altar at Vefpers, from the time “ O God make 
fpeed to fave me ** is (aid, until the firft Antiphon 
upon the Pfalms be begun. Let their carriage be the 
fame in the beginning of each Hour, and as often 
as Gloria Patri** is faid. In fining Refponrories, 
however, it is generally to be obferved that thofc 
who fing the Verfe (hould always ftand until the 
Verficle with “ Gloria Patri ** if “ Gloria Patri ** be 
ufed, be fung through. The Choir too, in the 
beginning of the Refponfories, turns itlelf to the 
Altar as often as the Choir fings. There u a 
I fimilar obfervance in faying all the Chapters, and 
I in the end of all the Hymns, and in all the Ver- 
i ficlcs, and after “ Magnificat,’* and “ Benedidhis,” 

I and “ Nunc dimittis,** from the time “ Gloria 
Patri** is faid until the whole fcr^cc be com- 
I plctcd. There is a fimilar obfervance after the 
I laft verfe of the laft Pfalm of every Hour, that 
the Choir always (bnds turned to the Altar, 
until the Refponfe be begun, if there be a 
Refponfe, or a Chapter be faid. In like man- 
ner is it in Lauds. At Matins the Choir ftands 
turned to the Altar in the beginning, until the 
Invitatory be begun again for the laft time, and in 
each NoKftum, after the laft ver(e of the Pfalm 
until the Leffon be begun. But at the recital of 
every Gofpel the Choir turn to the Reader himfelf 
whilft the words of the Gofpel are faid. In the 
beginning alfo of Te Deum laudamus,** in like 
manner until the Choir fings, and whilft the laft 
Verfe is fung. When, however, “Tc Deum laud- 
amus *’ is not (aid, but the Ninth Refponfory is 
repeated, then the Choir turns again to th» Altar 
until the Antiphon upon the Pfalms be begun as 


aforefaid. But in the other Hours throughout the 
whole Hour the Choir carries itfelf thus after the 
laft Verfe of the laft P(alm. ♦ ♦ ♦ ♦ 

^ Of Projhation of the Choir. 

In Week-days when the Petitions (preces) are 
faid at the Hours, the Choir (hould keep in prof- 
tration at all the Hours when the Petitions are 
faid from the time “Lord have mercy” begins 
until “ Through our Lord ** be (aid after the 
Orifon. And the Prieft alone rifeth from prof- 
tration when he fays “ Arife, O Lord ! help us.” 
At Matins whilft The Lord’s Prayer is (add, before 
the Leffons, until *‘And lead us not” be (aid. 
In Lauds as at Vefpers. Moreover, in xl. a genu- 
fte^on takes place in the beginning of every 
Hour. The Choir alfo ought to be profhate in 
every week-day, when it is the week-day Service 
without £after-tide. In the Vigils of the Dead at 
I “Placebo” from the time “Lord, have mercy” is 
faid until the laft Orifon is (aid. At “ Dinge” 
until The Lord’s Prayer is (aid before the reading 
the Pfalm “Beatus 5” fo likevrife after “Magnus” 
at “ Placebo.”

It is cuftomary that the Choir have Conduftors 
on every Sunday, and on every Double Feaft, and 
on every Feaft of ix. Leffons throughout the year} 
and from the Firft Vefpers of The Nativity of The 
Lord up to the O^ve of the Epiphany and in the 
O^fave j except in the Vigil of the Epiphany when 
it happens wi^out a Sunday, and throughout the 
week of Eafter and Pentecoft, and in certain Feaib 
which happen in Eafter-tide 5 in the(e, for inftance, 
in the Feaft of S. Ambrofe and S. Mark and 
S. George; and of the Apoftles Philip and James; 
and in the Finding of the Holy Crofs ; and in the 
Feaft of S. John before the Latin Gate ; and of 
S.Dunftan, and S. Aldhelm, and S. Auguftine, and 
S. Barnabas the Apoftle ; and throughout the Oc- 
tave of the Afeenfion of The Lord ; and in the 
Day of the O^ves of the Apoftles Peter and Paul, 
and the O^ve of the Affumption and Nativity of 
the Bleffed Virpn Mary. 

^ IFhat Feafit are Double^ what Shnpie. 

It is to be known that fome Feafts are Double, 
(bme Simple. The Double Feafts in the Church of 
Sarum are thefe : — The day of The Nativity of 
The Lord, and the four following; and the day 
of the Circumcifion and of the Epiphany ; and the 
Purification of S. Mary ; and the Annunciation of 
The Lord ; and the (lift day of Eafter, with the 


* /. e. Of the Choir f the Gradate, 
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three following; and the Feaft of The Holy 
Trinity ; and of S. John the Baptifl ; and of the 
Apoftles Peter and Paul ; and the Aflumption and 
Nativity of the BleiTed Virgin ; the Feaft of Relics; 
and of S. Michael ; and of All Saints ; and of 
S. Andre Wy the Apoftle.* In thefe Double Feaih 
the Choir is condudled by four Clerks, of whom 
the two principal ihall always be of the Superior 
Grade. Two Secondaries, fomedmes of the Superior 
Grade, fomedmes of the Second Form. They 
ihall be of the Superior Grade in the day of The 
Nadvity of The Lord, and the two following; 
and in the day of the Epiphany ; and in the day 
of Eafter, and in Eailer Monday ; in the day of 
the Afcenfion ; in the day of Pentecoft, and the 
Monday ; in the Aflumpdon of the BleiTed Virgin. 
In the reil the Secondaries ihall be of the 
Second Form. All Feafts, not called Double, in 
which the Choir has Conducts, are named Sim- 
ple. In fuch, therefore, the Choir is conducted 
by two only of the Second Form. ♦ ♦ ♦ ♦ 

^ Of the Alternation of the Choir. ^ 

In alternate turns by weeks, the Choir ihould be 
one week on the ilde of the Dean, the other on 
the iide of the Precentor. In all Double Feaih 
the Choir ought ever to be on the tide of the Dean 
throughout ^e whole year, if there ihall be there 
that part prefent which fulfils the Divine Office in 
thofe Feaih; except in the dme of The Nadvity, 
and in Eaftn-dde, and the Week of Pentecoft; 
for then in thofe condnuous Double Feaih the 
Choir is changed each day. In certain dmes of 
the year the Table does not run by weeks, but 
by ^ys, namely, from the day- next after The 
Nadvity of The Lord, when in the preceding 
Saturday either Choir is perfe^ed,^ up to the Oc- 
tave of the Epiphany, if it happen on a Sunday ; 
but if it happen in any intermediate week-day, 
then the fame mode ihall be obferved up to the 
next Sunday following. If, however, on the 
Sunday next before The Nativity the changing of 
each Choir ihall not be completely alike, then 
from the Day of The Nadvity to the aforefaid 
term, let the Table run by days. So from The 
Supper of The Lord to the O^ve of Eafter the 
Choir is varied each day. The weekly Condu^ors, 
however, before Eafter-day are not changed. From 
Eafter-day, however, up to the Octave, they are 
varied every day. I^t the like be obferved in the 
week of Pentecoft up to the Day of Trinity. 
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^ Of the Duty of the ConduBort of the Choir. 

In Simple Feafts the principal Condu^lor of the 
Choir, at the beginning of Vefpers, ihall enquire 
the Andphon on the P&lms and the intonadon of 
the Pialin and the difference, from the Precentor, 
and in what Grade it ihould be begun: having 
made the enquiry, let him fulfil it conformably to 
the anfwer of the Precentor. If the Andphon on 
the Pfalms be more than one, let the Secondary 
enquire the fecond and fourth Andphons, in the 
fame order and in the fame Grade. If, too, a 
Refponfory is to be fung at Vefpers, then let the 
Principal Conductor of the Choir fignify the Re- 
fponfory to the Secondary, and by whom it is to 
1^ fung on his part. But if it be to be fung by one 
perfon, then the Principal Condudlor, on his part, 
ihall enjoin it to whom he will. Afterwards let 
the fame Conductor feek from the Precentor the 
Hymn, theVerficle, and the Andphon upon Mag- 
nificat,** and the Memorials and their order. Having 
enquired of all thefe things, let himfelf begin 
the Hymn and the Vcrficlc ; if it be to be faid by 
two, by himfelf and the Secondary ; let them 
enjoin it to two Boys in the two parts of the Choir. 
If by one only, by himfelf alone. Then let him 
enjoin the Andphon on “Magnificat** and intone 
the Pialm itfelf. Whilft the Orifon is being faid, 
let him enjoin “Benedicamus** to whom he will ; 
and if it be double** the Secondary on his part. 
The Memorials, however, let the Condudors them- 
felves begin together ; and the laft “ Benedicamus** 
let the Secondary ever enjoin on his part. If it be 
Double, both of them. It is to be known, how- 
ever, that the Choir has Condu^ors at Vefpers and 
Matins and the Mafs only. At Compline, the 
office of the Principal Conductor is to enjoin the 
Verficlc and the Andphon upon the “ Nunc 
dimitds** to whom he will. At Madns, the 
office of the Principal Conductor is, in the firft 
place, to enquire the Invitatory of the Precentor, 
and the Chant of the Pfalm “Venite ;** then with 
his fellow let him begin the Invitatory, and to- 
gether chant the Pfalm. Afterwards let the prin- 
cipal Conductor enquire the Hymn of the Precentor, 
and the firft Antiphon on the Pfalms, then the 
Vcrficles in their place, and the firft Andphon at 
Lauds and Compline; and let all be fulfilled as 
above noted, At Prime, the office of the t 

principal Condu£Ior is to enjoin the Andphon on I 
“ Qmeunque vult** and the Refponfory “jefu ! 
Chnfte.” ♦ ♦ ♦ ♦ Betides, in ordinary days I

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throughout the whole week, his duty is at Vefpers 
to enquire for the Verficle and Antiphon upon 
“ Magnificat,** and to enjoin it, and to enjoin the 
“ Benedicamus ;** at Prime to enjoin the Refpon- 
fory. In Double Feafts however, let all the Con- 
duaors together fing the whole Invitatory before 
it be repeated by the Choir. The Principal Con- 
du^or and his fidefman together intone the Pfalms 
and begin the Hymns, and the Secondary with his 
fidefman on his part aa in like manner and enjoin 
the “ Benedicamus.*’ ♦ * ♦ * Moreover, it belongs 
to the office of the Conduaors to take care that 
the Boys do not behave diforderly in the Choir, and 
do not leave the Choir without leave. The Boys 
are bound to be prefent at Vefpers, Compline, the 
firft Hours of the day, and at The Mafs. At the 
Vigils of the Dead, alfo, as often as the corpfe is 
prefent, and in the Trentals and Anniverfaries. 
At Compline thofe Boys are not bound to be, who 
are written in the Table. In Advent, however, and 
in Septuagefima up to Quadragefii^ the Hebdo- 
madary Boy for the Refponfories is bound to be 
prefent at Terce and Seat, to begin the Antiphons 
and fing the Refponfories when it is the Office for 
the Time. In Quadragefima, alfo, the fame is 
bound to be prefent at all the Day Hours, and to 
do this in a holy manner.

In the Firft Sunday in Advent at Vefpers, after 
chiming the bells,® let the Prieft of greater dignity 
who fhall be prefent, having faid The Lord’s 
Prayer, go through the office. Let the Antiphon 
upon the Pfalms be begun in the Second Form by 
the firft Clerk of that Grade. • • • • At thefc 
Vefpers two Clerks of the Superior Grade fhall 
chant the Refponfory, in filken Copes, at the ftep. 
In like manner fhall the Refponfory be fung at 
Vefpers, in the Saturday before the Paffion and 
Palm Sunday, but in other Saturdays throughout 
the whole year when it is the Office for the Time 
and a Refponfory is chanted, let it be chanted by 
two of the Second Form in filken Copes. In the 
laft verfe but one of the Hymn, let the Prieft go 
out to put on his filken Cope. When the Hymn 
is finifhed let one Boy on the part of the Choir fay 
the Verficle, without changing veftment or place, 
turned to the Altar. Let the fame mode be ob- 
ferved by every Boy whenever alone he fays the

On the fame day at Matins let the Firft of the 
Firft Form begin the firft Antiphon on the Pfalms.

On the albrefaid Sunday at Terce, let the prin- 
cipal Condudor of the Choir for the week begin 
the Hymn, or caufe it to be begun by Tome one of 
the Superior Grade, and let ^e Antiphon upon 
the Plalms be begun by the fecond Choir*' of the 
Second Form on that fide, and To let the other 
Antiphons at the other Hours run backwards and 
forwards in fucceftion. Let the aforefaid Con- 
dudor of the Choir intone the Pfalm, or caufe it 
to be intoned by Tome one of the Superior Grade, 
for no beginning of any Hymn, or Pfalm, or 
Intonation, Ihould be made throughout the year 
in any Grade but in the Superior Grade when the 
Choir has not Condudors.

other Hours of the day, and except in Quadra- 
gefima, for then at None the Antiphon on the 
Pialms is begun by the Hebdomadary Boy, and 
let the Refponfory be fung by the fame ; alifo at 
Vefpers, and at other times than in Advent and in 
Quadragefima no Refponfe is faid. Moreover, in 
Eafiertide at Vefpers and at Matins only one An- 
tiphon is (aid, not even in Lauds : nor arc there 
Petitions with proftration.
